At the November 8" , meeting, I will appoint a nominating committee for upcoming 2015 - 2016 club officers. I 
think Glen KF5FNP and Mark WSGTI will do another demonstration on FLDIGI software and digital modes. 

Our meeting on December 4" will be our annual Christmas party. It was held at Golden Corral. That worked out 
well and we may do the same this year. We held the event at Golden Corral in the separate room with a short busi- 
ness meeting that left plenty time for eating and fellowship. The cost will be in the range of $10 to $13 per person 
unless you are fortunate to be over 60, in which case the cost will be somewhat less. 

When I was having problems with my FlexRadio a couple of months ago, I needed to test as many sub compo- 
nents as I could to isolate the problem. Since the radio will not work without a computer and its software. I needed 
to check the radio out with fresh software and eventually with alternate hardware. That set me to thinking about 
most hams and our limited budgets. I was fortunate to have two older comparable computers, 2.9 — 3 GHz with dual 
processors. By keeping the computer for ham use only, I have not had problems, either with the Flex or the Panad- 
apters for my FT990 and FT950. However, I cannot reliably run the FLEX and another radio except for testing. I 
use HDSDR as the software for the Panadapters. The two computers had cost me under $250 for the pair. So, how 
can one get a good computer for such low cost? The answer is to look for a good refurbished used computer with 
specifications that match your requirements. These usually come with brand new hard drives and operating system. 
They are usually lease returns from large corporate users and in generally good shape. Here are a couple of places 
that good refurbished computers can be found (Without Monitors):

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TOUR DU TECHE CANOE RACE REPORTS

The “Tour du Teche” is now over for 2014. Thanks to all who helped, both 
directly and indirectly. Special thanks to Sandy, KESKJF for her usual atten- 
tion to detail and keeping us all on track before and during the race. 

New for 2014 — Command Center 

Mr. Ray Pellerin, coordinator for the 
event, orchestrated the construction of a 
very professional trailer to serve as the 
command center, a major focal point at 
each race terminal point, complete with 
desks, computer, radios, antennas, and 
power, including an emergency genera- 
tor. We had our own section of the 
trailer to set up our radios with an exter- 
nal antenna that folds up when not in} 
use. The antenna was purchased at our | 
hamfest in Rayne this past summer. 
Upon arriving at a setup point, the trailer was outfitted and ready to use in — Archie WS5AG inside Command Post 
about 15 minutes. (see photo) 


The trailer is air conditioned and has a refrigerator and storage 
shelves for all the needed items for setup of the trailer. Overall, it 
i served us well and in many ways made the job of communicating 
easier and more enjoyable for those manning the “Crawfish 
Hole”. This year, we were able to see a lot of the action with the 
canoes crossing the finish lines. 

Lessons Learned 

Since the mobile command center was new for 2014, it intro- 
duced some interesting changes in how we were able to operate. 
Since the communications was directed to the “Crawfish Hole” 
and it was moved along the bayou, we actually had more options 
on which repeaters were best for calling in the results. This year 
we had no problems at the Berwick site because the operators 
were “on site”. Also, at the end of each race, additional operators 
for the command center are not needed because the person who

person in the command center. 

At the New Iberia checkpoint, we did not have anyone to 
provide radio coverage, so Sandy KESKJF took over radio 
reporting for that checkpoint. She did a great job but did get 
a little sunburn. So, we might want to have a “floater” volun- 
teer in the future ready to fill in in case of schedule conflict. 

Linking the repeaters was handled very well by Herman, 
KNSGRK as in previous years. It did help in establishing 
continuity along the route, but the link was causing problems 
at the Berwick location because it had a tendency to drop the 
link and activate the link at inopportune times. We did de- a 
cide to drop the linkup to eliminate the problem. 

While the command center worked well for communica- } 
tions, it was usually situated near the bayou, which was at a 
lower elevation than the higher banks of the bayou. So it was 
not able to hit distant repeaters as well as I thought it would. 
So, we lost direct communications with the WSDDL repeater 
earlier than I expected. However we were always able to get :

Abbi and I arrived around 11:30 am Saturday morn- 
ing to set up antennas, tents and radios to be prepared ye 
for the first boat. Kendra joined us just after 1:00, once 
her class ended in Lafayette. We were ready for action.

When we took over spon- 
sorship, we had four main goals: To provide a fun operating event; To give Louisiana con- 
tacts, particularly at the Parish level, to everyone who needed them; To provide results that 
are as accurate as possible; and To publish a list of ALL participants. To accomplish these 
goals, we advertised the event; we encouraged Louisiana stations to be on as much as possi- 
ble, and provided a club station running 2 bands the entire event, as a bonus station. Lastly, 
we reached out to our friends in Texas who wrote the log scoring software for the Texas

LA. Qso Party, to insure that all logs were scored fairly and correctly. 
Talk-In: 147.300 PL186.2 (NLA We were very pleased with the results. In addition to the club station, which operated as 
Link System) NSLCC, we had 88 additional participants, spanning 30 states and 10 DX countries. This 


was a nice increase over the last few years. All logs were cross-checked for dupes, NIL (not 
in log), and qth errors. Any invalid contact was removed with no additional penalty. The 
most common cause for a removed contact was mis-copied call and wrong qth, particularly 
on the rovers (don’t depend on pre-fill, because they ARE changing qth. Log what the op- 
erator says). 

A total of 6,508 contacts were made, 4472 on CW and 2036 on phone. 66 of the 88 par- 
ticipants worked the club station, NSLCC and got the 100-point bonus. In addition to the 
fixed stations, three rovers activated 64 parishes, earning a 50-point bonus for each. We 
thank these three, NSNA, WSWMU, and NOSW, for their efforts, and for giving out a large 
number of contacts with some rare parishes. 

The most active state, other then Louisiana, was Missouri. The most active DX country 
was Germany. 

The club station NSLCC was manned by LaQP committee members WMS5H and KSER. 
NSLCC worked the most multipliers, and earned the highest score - 580,356 points. Since 
its purpose was strictly to provide bonus points and increase activity,NSLCC is entered as a 
check-log and not in competition with other participants. The complete N5LCC log has 
been uploaded onto LoTW.

Apricot and Peach Fried Pies

Dough: Filling: 
4 cups all-purpose flour 8 ounces dried apricots 
2 teaspoons salt 1 (6 ounce) package dried peaches 
1 * cup shortening 3/4 cup white sugar 
1 cup milk water to cover 
2 cups vegetable oil for frying 
Directions: 


To Make Crust: In a large bowl, mix together flour and salt. Cut in shortening until 
mixture is crumbly. Mix in milk and stir until dough forms a ball. Roll out dough and cut 
into 18 6-inch circles. Set aside. 

To Make Filling: In a large saucepan, com- 
bine apricots, peaches, and sugar. Add enough 
water to cover fruit. Cover pan and cook over 
low heat until fruit is falling apart. Remove lid 
and continue to cook until water is evaporated. 

Place oil or shortening in small high-sided 
skillet. Place over medium heat. Spoon equal 
amounts of filling into each pastry circle and 
fold in half. Seal pastry with a fork dipped in 
cold water. 

Fry a few pies at a time in hot oil, brown- 
ing on both sides. Drain pies on paper towels. 

Cook's Note: 

* If you use shortening, like Crisco®, melt 
it so it's two inches deep.
